How a Louisville Lawyer Got His 
Start in Life. 

1 If you look at your school maps you 
will notice that the State of Floridia pro- 
jects out into the ocean like a great 
thumb, and that off its southern limits, 
in what is known as the Straits of Flor- 
dia, there are a dozen or more islands.

Some of the islands are only banks 
of sand, with here and there a shrub or 
tree, while others are covered with Ins- 
urant vegetation and are veritable gems 
of the sea. 

In the spring of 1973 a boy fourteen 
years of age, named I.uke Smith, who 
was an orphan and had lived several 
yearsat Columbus, Ky., managed to make 
his way down to New Orleans on a steam- 
boat. He was disappointed in finding 
anything to do after his arrival, and for 
two or three weeks lived by begging on 
the streets. Being threatened with ar- 
rest for this, and being now as anxious 
to leave the city as he hud formerly been 
to reach it, be hid himself away on board 
of a Bmall schooner loaded for Charles- 
ton.

The hoot was ordered to pull off 
at onoe, and when Luke Smith crept 
down to the beach it waa to behold the 
schooner throe or four miles distant. T 
first thing be did, as he afterwards told 
me, waa to hunt for fresh water. He not 
only found the spring, but an abundance 
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the nhore he found oysters in plent 
One of the Bailors, probably mistrnstii 
the captain's intentions, had secretly 
furnished the boy with a sheath-knife, 
some matches, a fish-line and a handful 

It was about 10 o'clock in the forcnix 
when Luke was left ashore. Befo 

flret time in weeks, and built himself 
shelU'r. That was hiit introduction to 
Crusoe life which lasted till the kith of 
October. Poring the six months no one 
landed at the island and he saw no sail 
within three of four miles. Ilis bill of 
fare consisted of fruits, berries, roots, 
oysters, fish and wild onions. He caught 
several turtles, but not knowing how to 
prepare (hem he could not use them. 
Now and then to vary his diet, he killed 
a bird, but the only Hpccies he could lay 
hold of were rather rank in taste. 

The sth day of August was a memor- 
able day to Luke Smith. A heavy sea 
.ad lieen beating 011 the west side of the 
iland for two days previous, and the 
ides had also been unusually higher 
along the western shore, just at average 
-water mark, was a continuous bluff 
ir six feet high. As Luke walked 
along the beach on the forenoon of the 
sth, with the tide out, he noticed that 
bluff had been badly cut into in 
places. At one spot a great tree had 
been up rooted ami carried off by the 
«, and as the l>oy looked into the 
hole thus left he saw what appeared to 
wooden box about sixteen inches 
square. It took all his strength to lift it 
out on the samls, and searching about 
be soon discovered four more just like it. 
They were iron-honn.l cedar boxes, anil 
they were full of gold anil silver coins, 
and had been buried there for twenty 
years or more. 

The money was nearly all Kiianiah, 
and counted up about fl>,000 to the box. 
Who buried it will never be known, but 
there are those who connect it with a 
Cuban filibustering expedition of years 

Luke Smith was taken off the island 
> a revenue catter on the date I have 
named, and ol course his money went 
with him. Had it been almost any other 
craft he would probably have been rob- 
bed of a goodly portion. The captain of 
the cutter not only landed him at Pensa- 
cola, but stood by him until the courts 
ippointed a legal guardian. 

Luke was at once sent to school, and 
n due time to college, and to-day he is 
one of the brightest lawyers in Louisville 
The captain who left him on Doubloon 
d, as it is now called, ex|>ecting 
him to die of starvation, heard of the 
treasure find as did hundreils of others, 
antl it was said he never got over liei.ig 
mad to his dying day.— Detroit Free 
Press.

[Laughter] Amid 
lat range of discussion how few 
) probably were who recognized 
that this is, after all, not the first Amer- 
of Religions, but that the 
first Parliment was coincident with the 
wry foundations of this Government and 
was accepted in illustration of it* work- 
ngs. 

FOI'NDKI) ON UUCMOCI TOI.BRATION. 

When in l7S8thc Constitution of the 
United States was adopted and a com- 
memorative procession of . r >000 people 
took place in Philadelphia, then the 
seat of government, a place in the tri- 
umphal march was assigned to the 
clergy, and the Jewish rabbi of the city 
walked between two Christian ministers, 
to show that the new republic was 
religious toKration. It 
seems strange that no historical painter, 
up to this time, has selected for his 
theme that fine incident. It should 
have been perpetuated in art, like the 
landing of the Pilgrims or Washington 
crossing the Deleware. And side by

"But among all these repulsive faces 
of degraded type, distorted with evil 
passions, we saw in striking contrast hero 
and there an image of the contemplative 
Buddha, with beautiful, calm features, 
pure and pitiful, such as they have lieen 
handed dow n by painting ami sculpture 
for "2000 years, and which the I-aman 
(priests) with all their perverted imagi- 
nation have never ventured to change 
when designing an idol of the (ireat 
Incarnation. 

The need of this high exercise of the 
imagination is shown even by the re- 
grets of those who, in their devotion to 
pure science, are least willing to share it. 
The penalties of a total alienation from 
the religious life of the world are per- 
haps severer than even those of su|ier- 
stitiou.

of Kgypt, celebrated by a process- 
>f 200,000 people the obsequies of 
beloved and onty daughter, 
placed the Mohammedon priest* and 
Christian inisaionairies together in the 
procession, on the avowed ground that 
they served the same God, and that he 
desired for bis daughter's soul the pray- 
ers of all. 

During the interval between these two 
great symbolic acta, the world of thought 
as revolutionized by modern science, 
nd the very fact of religion, the very 
xistence of a divine power, was for a 
me questioned. Scieuce rose, like the 
iged Afreet in the Arabian story, and 
lied the sky. Then, more powerful 
lan the Afreet, it accepted its own lim- 
ations, and achieved its greatest 
iumph in voluntarily reducing its 

throned religion fortfver, itnow offers to 
dethrone itself and to yield place to 
imaginative aspiratio 
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moat conclusively when Prof. Tyn- 
dall, at the close of his Belfast address, 
uttered that line statement, by which he 
•ill perhaps be longest remembered, 
that religion belongs not to the knowing 
powers of man, but to his creative powers. 



NO MIL 

II knowing is to be the only religious 
Standard, there is no middle ground be- 
tween the spiritual despair of the mere 
agnostic and the utter merging of one's 
individual reason in some great organ- 
ized church— the Roman Catholic, the 
Greek Catholic, the Mohammedon, the 
Buddhist. But if human aspiration, or, 
other words, roan's creative imagina- 
n is to be the standard, the humblest 
lividual thinker may retain the sa- 
uce of religion, and may, moreover, 
ve not only one of these vast faiths, 
t all of them at his side. Kadi of 
em alone is partial, limited unsatis- 
lying. 

Among all these vast structures of 
spiritual organization there is sympathy. 
It lies not in what they know, for they 
are alike, in a scientific sense, in know- 
ing nothing. Their point ol sympathy 
lies in what they have sublimely created 
through longing imagination. In all 
these faiths is the same alloy of human 
superstition, lb.- same fables of miracle 
and prophesy; the same signs and won- 
ders; the same perpetual births and res- 
urections. In point ol knowledge all are 
helpless, in point of credulity all puerile; 
in point of aspiration all sublime. All 
seek after God, if haply they might find 



him. All,

e exalted than 
rest which may be taken as God's high- 
est reflection. Terror leads them to 
imagine demons, hungry to destroy but 
hope creates for them redeemers mighty 
to save. Buddha, the prince, steps from 
Ids Htution; Jesus, the carpenter's son, 
from his, and both give their lives to the 
service of man. That the go.nl thus 
prevails aliove the evil is what makes 
religion even the conventional and es- 
tablished religion— a step forward, not 
backward in the history of man. 

BMTWBKN HOPE AND FKAB. 

Every great mediieval structure in 
Christian Europe recalls in its archi- 
tecture the extremes of hope and fear. 
Above the main doors of the Cathedral 
of Notre Dame, In Paris, strange figures 
imprisioned by one arm in the stone 
Ktrive with agonized faces tt> get out; 
devils sit upon wicked kings and priests; 
alter the last judgment demons like mon- 
keya>hnrry the troop of the condemned, 
still including kings snd priests, away. 
Yet nature triumphed over all these 
fettera, and I remember that betweeu 
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Catholic convent to a severly Kvan- 
nl hoarding school, recalls distinctly 
she used in her own room to light 
lies and smell of the sulphur, in or- 
o get used to what she supposed to 
be her doom. Time and the grace of 
iod, as she thought, saved her from 
uch terrors at last, but what chance of 
removal has tho gloom of the severe 
agnostic of the Clifford of Amlwrley 
type, who looks upon a universe impov- 
erished by the death of Deity? 

The pure and high-minded Clifford 
said: "we have seen the spring sun shine 
out of an empty heaven upon a soulless 
earth, and wo have felt with utter lonli- 
ness, that tho Great Companion was 
dead." "In giving it up" (the belief 
in God and immortality I, wrote Viscount 
Amlwrley, whom 1 knew in his generous 
and enthusiastic youth, with that equally 
high-minded and more gifted wife, both 
so soon to be removed by death, 
are resigning a balm for the wounded 
spirit, for which it would be hard to tin, I 
in equivalent in all the repertories 
science and in all the treasures of pt 
oeophy." 

It is in escaping this dire tragedy— in 
believing that what we cease to hold by 
knowledge we can at least retain by as- 
piration that the sympathy of religion 
>s in to help us. That sympalw} 
unites the kindred aspirations of the 
human race. No man knows God: all 
strive with their highest powers to 
e him by aspiration; ami we need in 
this vast effort not the support of single 
sect alone, like Roman Catholics or Bud- 
dhists, hut the strength and sympathy of 
the human race. What brings us here 
lay? what unites us? hut that we are 
rgether seeking after God, if haply we 

>Vc shall find him, if we find him tit 
individually; by opening each for 
nself the barrier between the created 
1 the creator. If supernatural infalli- 
bility is gone forever there remains what 
Stuart Mill called with grander baptism 
sujiernatural hopes. It is the essence of 
hope that it can not be formulated or 
organized, or made subject or condition- 
, the hopes of another. All the vast 
mechauism of any scheme of salvation 
iligious hierarchy becomes power- 
less and insigntlcaut besides the home in 
single human soul. Ixwing the sup- 
port of any organized human faith we 
become possessed of that which all faiths 
collectively seek. Their joint fellow- 
ship gives more than the loss of any sin- 
gle fellowship takes away. We are all 
engaged in that magnificent work de- 
scribed in the Buddhist "Dhammapada" 
'Path of Light." "Mako thyself an 
island; work hard, lie wise." If each 
could make himself an island there 
would yet appear at last above these 
waves of despair or doubt a continent 
fairer than Columbus won.

PENSIONS AND SUSPENSIONS- 

Statistics of the Pension Bureau' i 
Work the Past Tear. 

Washington, Oct. 10.— The Speakei 
aid before the House today a coramunb 
ation from Secretary Smith, replying to 
i House resolution re, pie: ting informa- 
ion as to the number of invalid pensions 
granted during the year ending Septem- 
ber I, 18!»:t, the number of claims reject- 
ed and the number suspended. The in- 
formation submitted is compiled by Com- 
missioner Ixichren, and shows that the 
number of invalid pensions granted dur- 
ing the period was 5o,224, of which 4ti,- 
057 were under tho act of 18O0,and 0,187 
under the general law. The number of 
like claims rejected during this period 
was r>fi,70'-' ; 4H,:!4.'I of them being under 
the act ol June, 1890, anil 8,:i. r )i) licing 
under the general law. 

The number of claims of this class 
ponded during the same time wss 12,1171 
of which 10,782 were under the act of 
1800, and l,f>89 under the general la*s. 
Those under the general law were sus- 
pended during the whole pMrtnd, and 
those under the act of MM were sus- 
pended in the months of May, June, 
July and August, 1MH 
In conclusion Mr. Ixichran says that 
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> the 

act of March 1, lHOIl, the pensions ol E 
Soli persons who are residing outside of 
the jurisdiction of the Cuitetl States 
have been suspended since the first i f 
July, I8B3, Of the l(),'J8"2 cases suspend- 
ed under the act of June 27, 1800, pay- 
ment has been resumed in 6,072 cases to 
October 7, 1803.

Our currency being no longer redeem- 
able solely in gold, can lie expanded to 
meet the demands of trade and business. 
It will cease to be a dear currency in the 
aense that it commands a higher rate of 
interest, and when this hap|iens the 
banks and the speculators will not find 
it profitable to congeal it in the money 
center. Money will lie cheap in the 
sens.- that the returns from it will he 
larger when invested in business enter- 
prises than when loaned "on call" or on 

Our currency system 1. in such a state 
of coi traction aa compared to the vol- 

tradc that when there is a pinch in the 
mark t or a scare of any sort, the banks 
l"ck it up, and uae among themselves a 
currency to which they give the name of 
clearing house certificate.. The objec- 
tions which the banks and the money 
lender, have to the free coinage of silver 
is not that it would give us an unsound 
currency, hut that it would put an end 
to contraction and prevent congestion in 
the money center.. There will always 
lie a larger supply of currency in the 
money center, than in the agricultural 
region.; the demand there is larger; hut 
when the money baais ia more than 
doubled, there will be euough to go 
round, and each section will have the 
proportion that the demand justillea.

In the first 
place, our correspondent preceives that 
the banks now have it in their power to 
congest the currency of the country in

Property Rightt of Married Women. 

According to a new law which went 



of man ied women are greatly enlarged. 
Formerly a married woman could not 
dispose of her property by will unless 
with the consent of her husband, but 
now she may make a will whether he 
objects or not.
